Yet if They Don’t Go Parents . 
Will Be Arrested. 


1EAGUE TO TAKE ACTION 


Body Opposed to Inoculation 
Will Test Authorities’ Right © 
to Enforce it. ’ 





The sending home of five children 
from the Grant School because they 
were not vaccinated has given rise to a 
queer legal tangle involving three fam- 
ilies, which on the one hand are re- 
quired by law to give their children a 
pmblic school education. and,at the same 
timé are deterred, from doing so by a 
rule of the School Board. 

. If the parents do not send fheir chil- 
dren to school, truant officers threaten 
to proceed against them in the Criminal 
Courts and the fathers and mothers of 
the children may be fined or imprisoned. 

If the parents obey the commands of 
the truant officers and send their chil- 
dren to school, the children will not be 
admitted because the parents will not 
allow them to be vaccinated. 


Situation Worrtes Officials. 

Yet the children sent home from the 
Grant School have not been expelled or 
suspended. Each day that they are 
sent home by the principal they are 
counted as abseritees, though they are 
| anxious to get back to their studies. 
|They have done nothing that cou'd 
,Cause them to be dismissed from the 
‘school. Their only offense is that they 
have no vaccination scars on their 
arms. 

Officials of the Board of Health wer<« 
visibly worried over the situation Tues- 
day. 

“It is unfortunate that this condition 
has arisen,’ said Dr. Stewart, physician 
of the public schools. ‘‘Rule 49, section 
6, of the regulations adopted by the 
board say that no child shall be re- 
ceived in the public schools unless it 
has been vaccinated. Under that rule 
it is the plain duty of a principal to 
send home any child who has not been 
vaccinated. 

“In the present situation sevéral chil- 
Gren are at home against their will. 
Truant officers will call on their par- 
ents and ask them why the children 
are not at school. 

Parents Liable to Arrest. . 

“The parents will reply that they are 
ready to send their children, but the 
truant officer when he goes to the 
school will be told that children. can- 
not be admitted because they are not 
vaccinated. It will then be the plain 
duty of the truant officer to prosecute 
the parents. In that case the children 
would have to remain away from school 
until after their parents are tried in 
court. 

“If the parents should forestall the 
truant officers’ action by bringing a 
civil suit against the Board of Educa- 
tidn, I think the children would be per- 
mitted to go to school until the case is 
decided, even though they persist in 
their refusal to be vaccinated. The 
question probably will be settled in 
that way by a test case.”’ 

“Under the rules the principal of the 
Grant School did his duty,’ said Supt. 
Blewett. “The children have not been 
expelled or suspended. It is ‘the duty

“One way out of the difficulty may be 
to cancel the record of admission of 
these children to the schools. It might 
be assumed that they have never been 
at school, as they have been there in 
violation of a board rule.

“The fact that they were not vacci- 
nated was probably due to an over- 
sight or to laxity on the principal’s part. 
The rule should have been rigidly en- 
forced when they entered the school.

The commission wants to send iis 
own report to the Municipal Assem- 


bly. This will fix a permanent value 
on the physical properties ‘of Union 
Electric, and recommend rates that 
will enable it to earn a reasonable 
dividend on that valuation. 

Union Electric has taken so much time 
to check the commission's tentative. val- 
uation of its properties that the com- 
mission is now confronted with the seri- 
ous problem of being unable to get its 
report to the Municipal Assembly in 
time for consideration this session. 

Must Report at Once. 

President Miller, Attorney Pierce and 
Chief Engineer von Phul were sum- 
moned before the commission Tuesday. 
It is understood that they were told 
that they must at once get in their fina! 
reports, not only as to physical values, 
but any claim for values on intangible 
property that they wished to make, If 
these reports are not received within a 
few days, the commission informed the 
officials, the permanent inventories of 
tte commission will be made up with- 
out them. 

Union Electric has submitted a report 
on the value of its tangible property, 
but has asked for more time to make 
reports as to minor matters. The com- 
pany’s own estimate of the value of its 
property is said to be very close to the 
value fixed by the commission. _ 

The commission has decided to recom- 
mend a change in the company’s rates 
to consumers. Whether the change will 
be a reduction in rates to consumers, 
or an equalization of rates, has not yet 
been disclosed. 3 

To Submit Rate Schedule. 

Rate figures on the basis of sev- 
eral different valuations have been 
prepared by the commission. When 
the firtak valuation is fixed, the 
commission will then -select a 
corresponding rate schedule, which, 
so far as the commission is con- 
cerned, will be its final judgment as 
to the amount of money the com- 
pany should be permitted to take 
from the consumers for ate serv- 
ice. 

The commission probably will submit 
its valuation and rates’to the Assembly 
in the form of an ordinance, and will 
‘be prepared to back up with figures 


| every statement in its report, 


The commission has spent almost two 
years in the investigation of Uniozn 


in the hands of the Assembly months 
ago but for the delay caused by the 
company in checking the amaarhies in- 
ventories. 

Union Bilectric has not yet made a 
claim for a valuation on any intangible 
property. Such a claim has been pre- 
pared, it is understood, but whether it 
will be- submitted, thé commission is 
not informed. It is generally under- 
‘stood, however, that the company wil! 
not ask for permission to earn any divi- 
dends on a franchise valuation. 

The franchises were gifts from the 
people to the compre y, and the com- 
mission will hold, regardless of any 
claim on the part of the company,, that 
they should not be classified as an asset 
on which consumers should pay divi- 
dends. 

Ordimance Is Necessary. 

The commission will also make a de- 
mand upon the company for control of 
its depreciation fund. ‘ Depreciation is 
one of the hard problems the commis- 
sion has had to deal with in fixing the 
valuation of the plants. 

The commission would like to have the 
present Municipal Assembly act on its 
report. Before the recommendations of 
the commission, as to rates and values, 
become effective, they must be enacted 
into ordinances ‘by the Municipal As- 
sembly. The commission itself has no 
power to fix rates.

10,000 EXPECTED 
TO REGISTER FOR 


VOTE ON CHARTER 


Light Enrollment Predicted, Al- 
though Books Will Be Open 
Until 10 O’Clock. 


REPLY TO LABOR UNIONS 


Freeholders’ Secretary Points 
Out Protective Féatures of 
the Measure. 


The registration books were opened in 
each of the 48 precincts of the city at 
8 a. m. Tuesday, for the reception of the 
names of all electors who wish to vote 
on the proposed new city charter, at the 
special election Jan. 31. The books will 
be open until-10 p. m. 

The Board of Electio# Commissioners 


does not expect a a registration of more 
than 8000 or 10,000. There was a heavy 
registration last fall, on account of the 
widespread interest in .the prohibition 
issue. Persons who have moved since 
the November election,’ or have been 
naturalized or become 21 years of age, 
may have their names enfolled on the 
registration books Tuesday by applying 
to the judges and clerks in charge of the 
registration in the precincts. 

There will be no other opportunity to 
register for the charter election, but 
voters who register Tuesday will not 
have to register again for the municipal 
election in April. 

Defends Proposed Measure, 

Samuel B. McPheeters, secretary of 
the Board of Freeholders, in an address 
before the Mound City Council of the 
National Union at Knights of Columbus 
Hall,‘analyzed the charter in its relation 
to labor and the things advocated by 
union labor. 

“Organized labor will be better pro- 


| tected under the. new charter than it has 


ever dreamed of being under the old 
one,” said Secretary McPheeters. ‘‘Some 
ofthe principles which union labor in- 
corporated in its own constitution are 
embodiéd in the new charter. 

“Organized labor is against the en- 
croachment of organized and consoldat- 
ed capital The new charter provides 
that the amount of capitalization, in- 
debtedness and expenditures of public 
service corporations may be regulated 
by the city. This could not be done 
under the old charter. This will keep 
the companies from  overcapitalizing, 
and will, therefore, keep water out of 
the stock, and you will know what any 
company operating in the city is earn- 
ing. 

“Organized labor says it stands for 
preventing convict and reformatory la- 
bor from coming ‘into competition with 
union labor. The new charter makes 
this provision: . . 

“ ‘Section 8, Article XXIII. The in- 
mates of the eleemosynary, corrective, 
industrial and penal institutions of the 
city shall not be permitted to do any 
work or render any service on any pri- 
vate account whatever, nor outside the 
grounds of such institutions.’ 


Designed to Protect Labor. 
“This wise provision was inserted to 


protect organized labor against the la- 
bor of persons confined in the city pris- 
ons and institutions. 

“Organized labor has demanded the 
inspection of factories. The new char- 
ter says, section 2, article IX, paragraph 
2: ‘To construct and maintain all pub- 
lic buildings; to condemn unsafe build- 
ings; to grant permits and enforce all 
building ordinances; to supervise all 
plumbing and the abatement of smoke; 
to inspect all boilers, elevators, me- 
chanical plants and electric wires.’ 

“And in paragraph 20, section 23, arti- 
cle III, it is provided: “To prescribe lim- 
its within which business occupations 
and practices liable to. be nuisances or 
detrimental to the health, security or 
general welfare of the people may be 
lawfully established, conducted or main- 
ye labor has declared in favor 
of municipal ownership of public utill- 
ties. The old charter was silent on this 
proposition. But the new charter gives 
the city the power to acquire, own and 
operate all kinds of public utulities, 

Union Labor Principle Used,

The wife and husband spent the night 
in the same house, but, according to 
Judge Brooks only three“or four words 
passed between them and the tragedy of 
the evening before was not discussed. 
The husband ui ei her from visit- 
ors. 

‘She is calm and believes ai was | 
right in killing Mrs. Binford,’’ explained 
the husband, who defends both the dead 
woman and his living wife. 

Jealousy of Mrs. Binford, he says, 
dates back four years, to when the dead 
woman was his tenant. 

Up to two years ago Mrs. Binford was 
@ popular society woman, the wife of 
&® rich man. She was divorced at that 
time, and since then had been forced to 
earn her own livelihood. : 

Mrs. Brooks found Mrs. Binfdrd in a 
department store.and fired five times. 
Each bullet found its mark and one 
through the head caused instant death. 

Walking into the store, Mrs. Brooks 
pleasantly spoke to persons she knew 
on the first floor and proceeded to the 
second floor, where Mrs. Binford* was 
employed. As che stepped from the 
elevator, she asked for Mrs. Binford, 
and as the latter approached, Mrs. 
Brooks drew an old fashioned 38-calibre 
revolver from her muff. 

The women grappled, and in the scuf- 
fle the weapon was discharged, the balk 
passing through the hand of Mrs. Bin- 
ford. Freeing herself, Mrs. Brooks 
stepped back and deliberately took aim 
and fired four times. As the limp form 
of Mrs. Binford was. crumpling to the 
floor, Mrs. Brooks fired the last time. 

Mrs. Brooks returned the pistol back 
into her muff and walked out of the store 
unmolested. She made her way two 
blocks to .her husband’s office, handed 
him the pistol, said ‘I’m sorry,” and 


She waived preliminary trial and wa; 
released on bond of $10,000. 

The cause for the killing is not defi- 
nitely known. 

While Mrs. Brooks was entering the 
crowded department store with the re 
volver concealed in her muff yesterday 
afternoon women of the First Methodist 
Church were assembling in her home 
for neighborhood prayer meeting. The 
absence of Mrs. Brooks, one of the 
most prominent church workers, was 
commented upon, but not genérally un- 
til a telephone message told of the kill- 
ing. 

The mother of Mrs. Binford is re- 
ported at the point of death from the 
shock.

THE CiTy’S RIGHTS. 

We sympathize with Mayor Kreismann’s de- 
sire to have grade «<rossings abolished. For 
years the Post-Dispatch has advocated the aboli- 
tion of all grade crossings. But to avoid the 
possibility of delay should the city yield its right 
to impose the cost of the work upon the rail- 
roads? This is the issue in the bill now pend- 
ing in the Counci] providing for a viaduct over 
the Missouri Pacific tracts at Chouteau avenue. 
The Mayor admits the right of the city to com- 
pel the railroads to bear all the expense. There 
seems to be no question of it in the light of 
court decisions. But the Mayor urges a com- 
promise to avoid delay. 

How would a compromise on the Chouteau 
avenue bill affect other bills of the same kind? 
Would it not be a precedent fatal to an at- 
tempt to force terms in subsequent bills in har- 
mony with the law and the city’s rights? The 
Council should carefully consider the conse- 


acts upon this bill. It would be held accountable 
if favorable action on this bill should subject 
the city to heavy expenses for the abalition of 
other grade crossings. Why should the city 
assume expense for averting the dangers inci- 
dent to railroad crossings which properly be- 
long to the railroads and which the courts have 
decided they should bear? 

With court decisions in its favor wéuld the 
railroads undertake to combat an ordinance 
providing forthe abolition of grade crossings at 
their expense? Is not the threat of litigation a 
bluff? With court decisions on its side why 
should not the city place the expense on the 
railroads? Why should not the city assert its 
rights? Why yield plain, legally defined rights 
without even an attempt to. assert and uphold 
them? Why compromise at the first empty 
threat of opposition? Would a business corpora- 
tion under similar circumstances yield its rights? 

The. duty of the municipal authorities is to 
protect the city’s rights and interests, not to 
betray them at the first threat of arrogant and 
greedy railroad .corporations. If a compromise 
on clear rights is ever justifiable, it cannot be 
justified before an attempt is made to enforce 
the rights. |

Selden’s Invention and Others. 
To the Editor of the Pozt-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch of 
editorial on “The Selden Patent,” and while the 
greater number of facts stated in this editorial 
are true, exception must be taken to certain of the 
statements made, viz., that “no record can be 
found that any one other.than Selden had ever 
devised or suggested a contrivance like the Selden 
car and its power plant,” that “no one else has 
ever claimed the invention of the gasoline en- 
gine, and that whatever the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court will be, history will al- 
ways look upon Selden as the inventor of the s0- 
culled automobile.” 

History reveals that fact that Selden is not the 
inventor of the self-propelled vehicle, nor is he 
the inventor of the internal combustion engine, 
i. e., the gasoline engine now in general use upon 
motor vehicles. : 

The earliest record in motor carriage history 
relates to a steam-driven vehicle invented by 
Capt. Cugnot, a French. ungineer, who in 1769 
built a three-wheeled carriage propelled by steam, 
and which, though cumbersome, attained a speed 
of from two and a half to three miles per hour, 
This vehicle is still preserved in Paris as a curi- 
osity of automobile hfstory. 

In 1902 Richard Trevithick, an English engineer. 
build a steam-propelled road carriage, which was 
operated successfully in London. Prior to 1830 
Goldsworth Gurney and Sir Charles Dance, En- 
glish engineers, constructed séveral self-propelled 
vehicles, the boilers of which were of the water 
tube variety, closely resembling \some of the most 
successful types of water tube boilers of the pres- 
ent day. 

Between the years of 1828 and 1836 Walter Han- 
cock, an English engineer, built nine self-pro- 
pelled carriages, six of which were in actual serv- 
ice of carrying passengers. 

The first gas engine was invented and built by 
Dr Otto near Cologne, Germany, in 1870, and Otto 
was engines are known the world over. The first 
Otto engine was very complicated, cumbersome 
and could attain only a very slow speed. Goet- 
lied Daimler, born 1834 in Wurtemberg, Germany, 
ig conceded to be the inventor of the present 
type of gasoline engine, for while working with 
Dr. Otto in 1871 and 1872 he invented and per- 
fected a high speed intérnal combustion engine, 
utilising a mineral spirit or liquid fuel. Daimler’s 
earliest types of engines utilized inlet valves, and 
the explosive charge was compressed in the cylin- 
der before ignition, practically the same as in the 
present types of internal combustion engines, The 
cylinder of the Daimler engine was cooled by 
means of a fan operated from the crank shaft. 

Thus we find that Selden is not the inventor of 
self-propelled vehiclés, nor is he the inventor of 
the internal combustion engine. Mr. Selden, who 
is at present actively engaged in the manufacture 
of automobiles, deserves great credit for perfect- 
ing the automobile, which was done by practically 
combining Daimler’s internal combustion engine 
with a road vehicle, and it is, therefore, thought 
that he may appropriately be called the “Father of 
the Modern Automobile.” M, P. £.

Those 
at the mass meeting will be asked to 
help raise $9000 for an automobile fire 
apparatus. — 

Aroused by Threat... 

Home owners in the county have been 
aroused by threats 
companies to decline to issue new pol- 
icles and to cancel those now out, on 
account of the large number of fires in 
the county. The insurance agents com-~- 
promised by agreeing to take only the 
better risks and not to Gafice!l any exist- 
ing policies when county residents 
threatened to drop or transfer to other 
companies, policies on property which 
they owned in St. Louis. 

County residents say that their towns 
have better fire protection than is gen- 
erally known. 

“Webster,” said Fire Chief Lang of 
that town, “has 20 fire plugs which 
reach every house in the town. It also 
has an alarm system which brings out 
the’ volunteer firemen without loss of 
time. 

“Each firemen’s residence is supplied 
with a 6-inch gong connected with the 
exchange of the Bell Telephone Co.

but as the same signal operated to call 

a special prayer meeting, the prayers 

and fires became somewhat confused. 
Twe Fire Companies. 

*“‘Webster has two fire companies, %5 
firemen and 8000 feet of hose. There has 
only been one case called to our atten- 
tion where an insurance company re- 
fused to issue a policy here.

Mayor 
Guibor says that the town will’ soon 
have 4-fire plugs. The fire bell is in a 
16-foot tower. There are two fire com- 
panies in the town, and the eastern 
boundary ‘is alse protected by St. Leuis. 
Several years ago there weré a num- 
ber of policies canceled in Maplewood, 
the Mayor says, owing to a big lumber 
yard fire, but there has been no 4diffi- 
culty since then.

Say What Earnings Should 
Be, It Is Said. 


The report of the Publie Service Com- 
miission on the Wnion Blectric Light 
and Power Co., which it has been in- 
vestigating for nearly two years, will 
be submitted to the Municipal Assembly 
within two weeks, according to an an- 
nouncement made at the commission's 
headquarters Monday. 

In its report the commnission will state 
what, in its opinion, should be the -prop- 
of electric 
service. It is believed that a lower rate 
than the present scale, which runs up 
to 12 cents a killowatt hour, will be 
recommended, but no member of the 
commission would make any statement 
en this point Monday. 

it ig the commission’s duty only to 
recommend changes. The changing of 
rates is a legislative matter, for the 
Assembly to attend to. 

The report will set forth the commis- 
sion’s opinion as to what should be the 
permissible earnings of the electric light 
and power monopoly. This opinion will 
be based on the physical valuation of 
the property, as represented by the com- 
pany and as estimated by the commis- 
sion. 

The commission will recommend, it 
was stated; that the company’s depre- 
ciation fund should be under the city’s 
control or supervision. This fund is set 
apart to cover the wear and tear on 
equipment, and the proper amount ef 
such a fund is a question on which ex- 
perts Wave disagreed. 

Claims made by the company as to its 
intangible values, including the value of 
its franchise, also will be treated in the 
report.
